HARD AT WORK 

Endeavoring to Strengthen the 
Levees at Helena, Ark. 



Nearly Six Hundred Hen Employed 
Under the Chief of Levees. 



Dallas, Tel., Belaa In undated 1 h- Trini- 
ty River Roil Fnlly Forty Feet-Two 
People Drowotd In Cook County — 
No Further Damage Feared. 

Hei kna, Ark., March 30.— Th,e situa- 
Hon here Monday was worse than ever 
before. The river rose two laches dur- 
ing the last 24 hours, and a stiff gale 
has been blowing almost without a 
moment's cessation since 8 o'clock 
Monday night. Mayor Fritzln issued 
a proclamation Monday morning re- 
citing the dangerous condition ol 
things and calling upon all able bod- 
ied men and boys to secure spades and 
putthemselves under the commander in 
chief of the leveea The proclamation 
met with hearty and prompt response 
and at this moment 500 or 600 men are 
working on the leveea, while many 
others are on the hill filling a long 
line of wagons with dirt to be convey- 
ed to the weakest points. The levees 
are in good condition considering the 
long siege, but the heavy wind and the 
knowledge that the river Is to rise for 
several days longer has nerved every 
man for the moat desperate fight ever 
seen in this country. Capt Nolty, of 
the rescue boat Titan, reports another 
break. It is at Wood's Cottage land- 
ing, a mile and a half above Knowl- 
tou'a. The break was 500 feet wide 
Sunday aa the Titan passed there, al- 
though it occurred late Saturday after- 
noon. This break will put all the coun- 
try not already inundated under water 
down to Laconia and Capt Nolty 
thinks there Is little doubt that that 
magnificent body of land will also be 
deluged. The break In the levee at 
Laconia is already In a precarious con 
ditlon here. At Helena hope is 
strong, but a desperate fljfht is 
being md* all along the line. 
Monday the entire front was 
raised from one to two feet, 
making the levee from four to 
five feet higher than it was when the 
flood commenced.
